2. EOR THOSE WHO HAVE NOT YET HAD A CHANCE TO READ THIS 
LATTER CABLE, I WOULD LIKE TO REITERATE THE NECESSARY CON- 
TEXT IN WHICH THE OPTION PROPOSED IN GENEVA'S 6030 WOULD 
BE EXERCISED. THE PRESIDENT'S CHOICE OP AN OPTION TO EXTEND 
THE LETTER OF INTENT SHOULD NOT APPEAR AS A US INITIATIVE, 

BUT RATHER AS A US RESPONSE. DURING CONSULTATIONS HERE, THE 
IMEC COUNTRIES INDIVIDUALLY AND COLLECTIVELY GAVE THE 
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COMMITMENT AT THE MINISTERIAL LEVELS OF THEIR GOVERNMENTS 
TO WORK WITH THE US IN ACHIEVING OUR STATED OBJECTIVES. 

THEY URGED US NOT TO WITHDRAW BECAUSE ITS STRENGTH IS 
ESSENTIAL TO ILO REFORM EFFORT. PROPOSAL IN GENEVA 6030 
ALLOWS THE PRESIDENT TO RESPOND AFFIRMATIVELY TO THIS EXTRA- 
ORDINARY DISPLAY OF IMEC UNITY AND AT THE SAME TIME TO 
RESERVE WITHDRAWAL OPTION IP OUR ALLIED EFFORTS FAIL. IT
